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PREFACE. 



In accordance with the arrangement entered into with subscribers, the 
series of Glasgow Protocols, commenced six years ago, concludes with the 
issue of the present volume. 

Embracing between the first and last dates (1530-1600) a period of 
seventy years, Glasgow Protocols are not exempt from the defect common 
to the other early records of the city, viz., want of continuity. During 
fifteen of these years (1537-47 and 1576-81) there are no protocol books of 
any description, while for the period between 1589 and 1598 those of the 
town clerk are not extant. The latter break is, however, to some extent, 
filled by appropriating the protocols of George Huchesone, which commence 
in 1587. Abstracts from his book were begim in the last volume, and these 
are continued in the following pages down to 1600. To that date abstracts 
of the protocols in Henry Gibsone's third book are likewise given. 

As auxiliary to the volumes of charters and records edited by Sir 
James Marwick, it is hoped that the series now completed will be regarded 
as a substantial addition to the stock of information derivable from original 
sources, and be specially helpful towards the attainment of a more accurate 
knowledge of Glasgow in the olden time. Though the range of subjects 
is not confined within local limits, it is principally the history and topography 
of Glasgow — with its genealogies and civic and ecclesiastical arrangements — 
that the protocols serve to illustrate. On these topics much information, 
which could not be obtained elsewhere, has now been made available, but 
it is in topographic discoveries that the greatest success has been attained. 
From the descriptions of properties, now accessible in print, it might be 
possible to define the situation of most of the individual properties in 
Glasgow in the sixteenth century. As an experiment in this line, that 
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section of the city which embraces the cathedral and some adjoining streets, 
including those in which nearly all the prebendal manses were situated, 
has been delineated on the accompanying map, which, like that given in 
the first volume, has been prepared by Mr. A. B. McDonald, city engineer. 

Reference has already been made to the services rendered by Mr. George 
Neilson in connection with the first volume. Throughout the whole progress 
of the work Mr. Neilson's good offices in the solving of doubtful points and 
the smoothing of editorial difficulties have been continued, and for these 
the Editor has again to express his grateful acknowledgments.

Charter 
subscribed and sealed at Edinburgh, on 20 February, 1591-2, in presence of 
James Dunlop, younger of that Ilk, John Stewart, younger of Barscuib, 
Mr. John Skeyne, advocate, Walter Stewart, Alexander Stewart, servitors of 
the commendator, and George Huchesone, notary public.^ Sasine given by

Foular, sold the yard to Mr. Henr>' Qibsone, commissary 
clerk, who obtained a crown charter of confirmation on 
31 May, 1592. From Henry Gibson the yard passed, 
in 1599, to his son Hugh, from whom it was acquired by 
the city in 1627. By disposition dated 19 December of 
that year "maister Hew Gibsoun of Haghill," with 
consent of Barbara Rowatt, his spouse, in consideration

barony and lordship of Glasgow and shire of Ijanerk.* Charter subscribed 
and sealeil as in the charter mentioned in No. 3323. Sasine given by 
Robert Otterburn, King's messenger, as bailie in hoc parte. Witnesses: 
James Mayne, merchant^ John Moresone in Stokwoll, and John Masone, 
there, citizens of Glasgow. 

3325. William Andersonk of Stobcors. 25 April, 1592, 7 a.m. 

William Youngar in Brewland of Partik sold to William Andersone of 
Stobcors the fourth part of the lands called Mylneland, with the pertinents, 
lying on the east side of Stobcors, extending to an acre of land or thereby; 
boundcil between the lands of Stobcors on the north, west^ and south, and 
the lands of Cranstounhill, called the Persone land of Renfrew,' on the east;

Boyd gAvt him a feu charter of the lands. Accordingly 
the commendator's charter may be regarded as a con- 
flrmation of the feiL The property, described as a 
20s. 8d. (= 2 nierks) land, was rmi^ed in favour of 
James Corbatt, a kinsman, as narrated in protocol 83ii). 
U wa<i not till the year 1792 that the Corbett family 
parted with the Tolcross property. James Dunlop of 
Ganikirk was the purchaser, and from his descendants a 
lanrs portion of it was acquired by the Corporation of 
GlasfTOw in 1S97. and laid out as a public park (Olasfr- 
Chart, i. p. dxxvL) Ilardintiy or Hardfcraif vraa situated 
in Dumfriesshire. It is stated in Anderson's "Scottish 
Nation '' (to which reference may l>e m^de for further 
particulani) that a charter was ipranted by Thomas Corbet 
of llanlirray to John Ck>rl)et, hb son, in 1405. By a 
crown charter dated 1 September, l!A(t, Kin(( James V. 
conflrmed to James Johnstoune the lan<ls of Ilardfrraif 
and Traquhettis, in the parish of Mekle Dawtoun, 
skewartry of Annandale and shire of iHimfries, which 
lands Robert Corbet of llardirraif had resigned (Rei;. 
Hair. SiK. iii. Na 2198). ThU was probably a wadset, 
and not an absolute alienation, as the territorial desifr- 
nation was retained. The Corltets of llardifray are 
frequently mentioned in the protocols, and they were

The property described in No. 3351, forming the

Daniel Ker of Kerisland produced a chai-ter whereby Ludovic duke of 
Lennox, earl of Denielie, lord Torboltoun, Methven and Obenyie, etc., and 
lady Jean Campbell, his spouse, granted to Thomas Crawfurd of Jordanehill 
in liferent, and the said Daniel Ker and Annabella Campbell, spouses, and 
1.1., heritably, the lands of Tullichewinis, called Over Tullichewin, Middle 
Tullichewin, and Nodder Tullichewin, extending to a J^IO land, old ezteuti 
with all their parts, })endicles, and pertinents, lying in the dukedom of

Walter, lord of Blantyre, produced lettei-s by King James, under his 
f. 81. grciit sciU, whereby the King, after his perfect age, and all his revocations, 
for himself and as father and lawful administrator to his dearly beloved 
son, Henry, duke of Rothesiiy, earl of Carrik, loni of the Isles, baron 
of the barony of lionfrew, piince and steward of the kingdom of 
Scotland, with consent of the lonis of secret council and exchequer, gave, 
granted, and heritably disponed to his l>eloved and trusty cousin and 
counsellor, Walter lord of Blantyre, the King's treasurer, his heirs-male and 
assignees whomsoever, the lands and barony of Blantyre, with mills, fishings, 
tower, fortalice, outseUis, parts, pondicles*, tenants, tenandries, services of free 
tenants, and all their pertinents, lying in the shire of Lanerk ; also the 
5 merk land, old extent, of Birdisfeild and Bellisfeild, and the two merk 
land, old extent, of Syde, with the pertinents, lying in the said barony of 
Blantyre and shire of Ltmerk, and formerly proper parts and pertinents of 
the said barony, extending in whole to a <£40 land, old extent. Also the 
20 s. land of Wrichtland, with towei-s, fortalices, numsion and yards built 
thereon; the £ij land of Gardonnald, and the £S land of Eister Henderstoun, 
old extent, with the pertinents, lying in the pjirish of Paisley, barony and 
shire of lienfrew; also the lands of Wester Hendei'stoun, extending to a 
£5 land, old extent, with houses, yards, fishings, mills, multures, parts, 
pendiclcii and pertinents, lying in the parish of Paisley, barony and shire 
of Renfrew. Which whole lands of Blantyre, Wrichtland, Gardonnald, and 
Eister and Wester llendei-stoun, with the [)ertinents, formerly belonged to 
the said NValter, lord of Blantyre, and were resigned by him in the hands of 
the King for himself and as administrator to his son, superiors thereof; and 
the siiid lands of Birdisfeild, Bellisfeild, and Syde, with the pertinents, formerly 
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belonged to David Dunbar of Dalderk, and were by his procurators resigned 
as in the hands of the superior, at Halyniidhous, in favour of lord Blantyro. 
The King also grantee! to Walter, lord of Blantyre, the advocation, donation, 
and right of patronage of the cell or priory of Blantyre, afterwards erected 
into one sejiaratc parsonage and vicarage {unani diristim rerioriam et ricariam\ 
as aftemientioned ; all which formerly Iwlonged to the said Walter, and 
were by him, personally, and also by the procurators of Alexander lord 
Home, as commendator of the whole benefice and abbacy of Jedburgh, to 
which the said cell or priory of Blantyre was of old united and annexed, 
resigned in the hands of the King as undoubted patron of the said benefice. 
Moreover, the King calling to memory, the good and faithful, sincere, 
honorable, and grateful service performed and rendered by the said Walter, 
lord of Blantyre, as well to the King in his own person during his infancy 
and childhood as in the government and administration of the commonweal 
of the realm, without any fault or defect, did of new give, grant, dispone, 
and for himself and the said Prince, for ever confirm to the said Walter, 
lord of Blantyre, and his heirs-male, the several lands and the barony 
above and aftermentioned, viz. : — the lands and barony of Blantyre, compre- 
hending the following towns, lands, and others :— the Mains {terras dominiailes 
lie Maiffifs) of Blantyre, with manor place, houses and yards thereof, the 
lands of Girnall Croft, Preistisfeild, and Preistisfeild Croft, the grain mill of 
Blantyre, called the Mylneheuch, with lands, mills, astricted multures, houses, 
yards and pertinents ; the lands of Barnehill, Auchinraith, Syid, Baithous, 
Blanterferme, Bardisdykis, Binlisfeild, Bellisfcild, Park and Auchintil>er, 
Latlegeoch, Ilolmebarnis, and Moichlinege, with all their houses, buildings, 
yards, orchanls, woods, fishings, as well salmon as other fishes in the water 
of Clyde, tofts, crofts, moors, marshes, meadows, grazings, pasturages, outsetts, 
tenants, tcnandries, and services of free tenants ; with coals, coidheughs, 
and common usiiges and customs ; with the patronage, donation, and right 
of patronage of churches, benefices, and chaplainrics thereof, and all their 
parts, pendicles and pertinents whatsoever, lying within the said shire of 
Lanerk ; together with all other lands houses, buildings, yards, orchards, 
tofts, crofts, mills, woods, fishings, outsetts, annexes, connexes, dependencies, 
parts, pendicles, and pertinents whatsoever, as well property as tenandry, 
Ipng within the kingdom, belonging to the said lands and barony of 
Blantyre, as well not named as named. Also the 5 merk land of Birdisfeikl 
and Bellisfeild, the two merk land of Syde, with mill, mill lands, mnltorai^ 
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ORo.HncnRHONB. houscs, buildings, and others, the 20 s. land of Wrichtland, with towers, 

fortalices, mansion and yards built thereon, the £5 land of Cardonnald, the 
£8 land of Eister Henderstoun, the £5 land of Wester Henderstoun, and 
all the pertinents and rights belonging thereto. Further, the King calling 
to memory that the temporal lands of abbacies, bishoprics, and monasteries 
within the kingdom had been annexed to the crown, so that nothing 
remained of the said benefices except the churches and teinds, called the 
spirituality thereof; which churches and teinds were dissolved from the said 
monasteries, and the same were erected into parsonages (redmids) and vicarages, 
in which ministers preachinf? the Woixl of God and ministering the sacramentB 
were appointed and employed, who were sustained upon the fniits and teinds 
of the said churches : therefore he, with advice and consent of the said 
Walter lord of Blantyre, then possesser of the cell and priory of Blantyre, 
and with advice and consent of the said Alexander lord Home, as commendator 
of the siiid monastery of Jedburgh, dissolved the said cell or priory of 
Blantyre from the said monastery of Jedburgh, to which it was of old united 
and annexed, and erected the 8«iid cell or priory into a distinct parsonage and 
vicarage {uimm disfinrfarn reatonnm et vlcmiam\ and so to continue in all 
time coming. And for the experience and faithful testimony which the King 
had of the gre^t zeal of the lord of Blantyre in the Word of God and 
religion, as then professed within the kingdom, he was appointed patron of 
the said benefice, which was therefore annexed to the lands and barony of 
Blantyre. The King also for himself, and as father and administrator for 
his son, prince and steward of the kingdom of Scotland, united, erected, 
and incorporated the several lands and othei's before mentioned, into a free 
barony, to be called the barony of Blantyre, ordaining the tower and fortalice 
of Blantyre to be the principal messuage, and one sasine taken there to be 
sufficient for the whole. Moreover, the Kirig, desiring rei)aration and building 
in the town (rilla) of Blantyre to be done for the ease and entertainment 
of the lieges resoi-ting there ; and for the greater incrcivse of policy to be 
made on every side within the kingdom, and also for sundry other good 
causes and considenvtions, did, by his royal power and authority, make, 
f. 88 create, and oroct the town of Blantyre into a free burgh in biirony, to be 
cailcid the Burgh of Blantyi-e ; giving and granting to the inhabitants full 
I)ower and licence therein to sell and buy wine, wax, linen and woollen 
cloth, broad and narrow, and other things of that sort or colour, and all 
other merchandise; also to have bakers, brewers, fleshei^s, fishers, and all 
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other craftsmen belonging or needful to belong to a free burgh in barony ; ^***ii?*^?I*"^ 

also power to create free burgesses, and to erect a market cross, and to 

have a weekly market on Thursday, and a fair day yearly on the 14th of 

October, for buying and selling of flesh, fish, oxen, sheep, meal, pease, corn, 

barley, linen and woollen cloth, skins, and all other goods, victual and 

merchandise; with power also to the lord of Blantyre and his successors to 

depute and ordain the necessary keepers (cmtodies necessarios) of the said 

fairs and market days, and yearly to elect bailies and other officers needful 

for the government of the said burgh, and to build and erect a tolbooth in 

the burgh for ministering justice and holding baron courts therein : with all 

other privileges, liberties, commodities, customs, casualties and duties which 

to any other burgh in barony within the kingdom belonged, or justly might 

belong. Given under the great seal, at Halyrudhous, on 18 January, 1598-9.

On 7 March, 1593-4 the kirk tenion 
mppcinibd cerUuii persons to arrange with the town 
ooandl and presbyter}* *'to have Mr. John Bell 
Inaugurat ooe of the ministers of Glasfrow"; and on 16 
September following all three ministeni are mentioned 
in the sederunt (Wodrow's Collections ut suirra^ p. 6). 
About that time (1592-4) the old collegiate church of St 
Mar)' was fitted up and used as a presbyterian place of 
wonbip, since known as the Tron Church ; an<i shortly 
thereafter a proposal was nuule for having the landward 
portioD of Glasgow parish set apart as a distinct pastoral 
diarge. It ai^^rs that at first the parishioners were 
BOi favourable to a change as, on 22 April, 1595, it 
was rsported to the presbytery that ** ane hard ansuer" 
had been received from them to a communication 
*' craring that the said parochineris resort to ane kirk 
of thair awin. and that thai have ane pastour of ihair 
avin ** (Extvacts from Presl^-tery Registers: Maitland 
Club Miscellany, toL i. p. 70). Farther negotiations took 
plaoe, and the presbytery minutes of 23 November, 1596, 
bear that *'the parochineris of Glasgw " had been sum- 
■MHied to appear that day ** to object (gif ony thing they 
had) aganis the lyfe, doctrine, and maneris of Mr. 
Alexander Rowat,appointit be the last synodall assemblie 
haldin at Lanerk, to be minister to the parochineris of 
Glasgw without burgh." Only one of the parishioners 
appeared, and be expressed himself satisfied, and ** thair- 
ffoir the said preebiterie puttis silence to the act of the 
said parochineris, and, according to the act of the ssid last 
■ynodaO, admittis the said Mr. Alexander thair minister 
. . . And in respect that the special! is of the said 
paitxdiineris hcs aggreit and condiscendit that the 
parochin of Olaegw he ane severall congregatioun of 
thahr awin, thairfoir the said presbiterie ordenis the 
pandbinetie of OhMK^ to com on the Sonda^'e, before 



nwne, to the Blakfreir kirk, quhill the hie kirk be 
repairit, and thair to heir the said Mr. Alexander teiche 
the word of God, according to the act of the said laH 
synodall assemblie maid at Lanerk thcranent, with 
certification to the said parochineris, that gif thay salbe 
fund disobedientis to this act and ordinance, that thay 
sail ressave na beneflte of the kirk, quhilkis ar the 
sacramentis of baptisme and the holy supper of the 
Lord Jesus, and the celebration of marriage, bot salbe 
simpliciter denudit of the samin " (/6. pp. 8t-5). On 1 
February following protest was made in name of the 
presbytery and ministers of Glasgow "that the paroch. 
ineris of Glasgw without the toune be ane particular and 
speciall congregatioun be thame selfis, separated and 
devydit fra the toune of Glasgw, according to the actis 
of the generall and synodall assemblies of the kirk maid 
thairanent ; and that thay resort to heir Mr. Alexander 
Rowat, thair ordinar minister, preiche the word of God 
to thame, minister the sacramentis to thame, and 
celebrat raariage to thame, in the hie kirk of Glasgw, 
where with diligence ane pulpit salbe erected to the said 
Mr. Alexander, furmes set to the said parochineris, and 
the kirk foirsaid salbe maid windticht and waterticht 
quhair it misteris, sa sone as possibillie may be done " 
{lb. p. 86). Such was the origin of the Barony parit>h, an 
ecclesiastical arrangement which has since subsisted 
without any more formal disjunction. 

When Alexander Rowat was admitted a minister of 
the city in 1595 the town council agreed to allow him 
£20 yearly '* to pay his hous maill " (Glasg. Rec. i. p. 109); 
but this allowance probably ceased when he got charge 
of the Barony parish. The tenement described in the 
text was formerly the manse of the rector of Moffat (see 
protocol No. 3551).

Am shown hy the deed of erection of the oollegiate 
choreh of St. Mary and St Ann, the chaplainry of which 
the magistrates and community were patrons, was, with 
their eotieent and that of NIchoUs Witherspowne, the 
ciiaplain, merged in the prebend of St. Roche in the 
tolkgiste chordi, though provision was made for 
in the ohureh <rf St. Roche of the religious 
hy the founder (liber CoU. Nostre 
Dwnine, pp. XTiii. 8S-SX The patronage of the other 
dwylsinfj In the choreh of St Roche appears to have 
hsiongsd to the dean and (diapter of Glasgow cathedral 
(lik ff. MMX After the Rsformatlon the magistrates 



and council collected the revenues of the former chap- 
lainry. In 1573-4 these revenues amounted to £27 14 s., 
and at that time the money seems to have been paid 
over to Sir William Struthers, a reader in the high 
church (Gla^. Rec. i. pp. 447, 456 ; Olxisgow Protocols, 
Nor. 1058, 2552X The revenues of the remaining chap- 
lainry were transferred to the college by the charter of 
1572-3 (OUsgow Charters, pt. it pp. 141>^2). 

On 7 December, 1566, the half of St. Roche's croft was 
feued, presumably by the magistrates and council, to 
William Spang and spouse (protocol, No. 002 ; trans- 
mitted by Nos. 1742 and 2047). In 1569 the magistrates 
and council feued the chapel and cemetery to Adam 
Walles and spouse under resen-ation of a right to bury 
the dead in the cemetery, a privilege which was exercised 
during a visitation of the pUgue in 1645 6 (Ih. No. 1674X 
Two acres of the croft of St. Roche came into the 
possession of William Fleming and spouse in 1582 
(lb. No. 2462X Fleming seems also to have acquired the 
cemetery as, on 15 May, 1503, he appeared before the 
presbytery of Glasgow and was asked "gif it be of 
treuthe that he intendis to teill the kirkyardes of Sanct

1 Renfrew nuuifle was acquired and anited to the 
prebend in the year 1507, as narrated in a series of four 
protocols (Noe. 285-8) printed in the Diocesan ReKistera, 
published by the Grampian Club. The property' belonifcd 
to St. Nicholas Hospital, and w as fn^tnted by Sir William 
Slver, 8ub^;hant«r and master of the hospital, with the 
approval of the archbishop and numnstrates of Glas^w, 
In favour of Mr. John Gibson, prebeiidar>' of Renfrew, 
and his successors. It was described as " a tenement 
bdooging to the said hospital, lying in the city of 
Glasgow, near the palace of the archbishop, on the west 
side thereof, between the manse of the prebendary of 
Govan on the south, and the lands of Patrick Colquhoun 
of Glen on the west and north " (see Sir William Fraser's 
**Chlefk of Colquhoun," ii. p. 260, as to Stablegreen 
property owned by the Colquhouns of GlenX On 17 
June of the foUowing year Gibson complained against 
Mr. Adam Colquhoun, then prebendary of Govan, for 
haTlug appropriated part of the manse, and in presence 
of the dean and chapter he protested against the 
encroachment (protocol No. 823 In IXiocesan Registers). 
Oorau manse and the building now numl>ered 8-7 Castle 
Street, reputed to be the oldest dwellinghoiue now 
csustiug In Glasgow, were situated between Renfrew 
manse and BL Nicht^as Hospital, and there is reason to 
beUero that when. In the fifteenth century. Bishop 
Moirbcad f6unded the hospital, he endowed it with the 
whole area, embracing these properties. Each of the 
two manses to liable to the ho^>ital In payment of a feu- 
duty or ground rent, and the preceptors of the hospital 
hare, in the capacity of superiors, granted charters to 
the proprieton of the old building (see article in Regality 
Club, L pp. 45-68.

Renfrew on the south." In this place the earls of 
Lennox had for many years their town residence, but 
the grounds were eventually broken up and disposed of 
In building lots (nee Glasgow Protocols, Nos. 65, 290, 2150, 
2666-7, 2673-4X The hospital buildings fell Into disuse 
more than a hundred years ago. On 10 December, 1778, 
the preceptor represented to the town council that " all 
the old houses which originally belonged to the said 
hospital (except the chapel) have for many years past 
been totally ruinous and uninhabitable" (MS. Council 
Rcc. xxxiii. p. 876), and the site, containing 1S89 square 
yards, was acquired by the magistrates and council In 
anticipation of its bein^ used for the formation of part 
of a new street from Rainshom and Meadowflat feuing 
lands to Townhead. (Contract of sale and ground annual, 
20 Atigust, B.C.B. 3 Septr., 1780X The chapel connected 
with and situated to the north of the hospital, was not 
disposed of till the year 1807, when a purchaser acquired, 
for building purposes, the whole area which had been 
occupied by hospital, chapel, and grounds, extending to 
1510 sqiuire yards, or nearly the ttiird pcua of an acre 
(City Chartulary, xxii. p. 374X The Barony church and 
adjoining buildings now occupy part of the area, and part 
is included in M'Leod Street. After the hospital ceased 
to be occupied the revenues have been distributed In 
pensions to aged people. (See farther as to hospital in Sir 
Michael Connal's " Memorial,*' printed for private cir- 
culation in 1862X 

Andrew Hay was rector of Renfrew previous to the 
Reformation, but having embraced the new doctrines, 
he became a prominent presbyterian, and was for many 
years rector of Glasgow University and an influential 
citizen. It is probable that the rector did not long 
occupy his own manse, as in the year 1563 he acquired 
from his brother, George Hay, rector of Eddlestone, the 
manse of that prebend situated in Rottenrow (see Nos. 
1477, 1520, and 3485). John Hay, who succeeded his 
father as minister of Renfrew, in 1593, seems to have 
acquired right to the parsonage during his father's life-
